Claims 33-38 are allowed. 

Claims 15-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 1-13 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for treating by adjusting the ionic 
composition of the hydrated protein solution, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for all protein treatments. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 
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Applicant does not teach how these protein treatments take place. It is 
not clear how the pH, temperature, pressure, and/or ionic strength are adjusted.
